RESPONSE TO NOTIFICATTON OF MISSING REQ UIREMENTS 

Sir: 

In response to the Notification of Missing Requirements mailed March 21, 2007 (copy 
enclosed), please be informed that on August 16, 2006, Applicant's Declaration was filed, 
executed and accompanied by payment of the $130.00 surcharge. A copy of the prior submission 
is enclosed. Since this Missing Requirement has been supplied prior to the Notice, no further 
submission m response to the enclosed Notification is required. 

With regard to the additional note in the Notification of a defect that had been observed, 
namely, that "Annexes have not been entered because claims must fall into consecutive order," it 
is presumed that this is due to the fact that the English ti-anslation of an Annex of flie German 
language International Preliminary Examination Report, consisting of a single page showing an 
amendment which was entered in the PCT application, was paginated differently than its German 
original, such that the two pages began at different parts of the Specification, and therefore they 
did not begin and end witii the same claim numbers, giving the appearance that the claims did not 
fall into consecutive order. This was done in order that the pagination of the single page of 
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English translation of the Specification would match the original English translation of the 
Specification before the amendment occurred in the PCT application so that a page-for-page 
comparison could be performed in the English translation. Li fact, the English translation of the 
Specification does not change the consecutive order of the claim numbers, and the undersigned 
has had the English translation of the Specification repaginated, incorporating the PCT 
amendment, producing a single page that exactly matches the page submitted firom the German 
language Annex. That repaginated English translation is enclosed herewith, along with the 
German language page firom the amended PCT application, with the request that the Aimex now 
be entered into the above-identified U.S, national stage application.
